Communists 
began like a stone dropped in a 
quiet pool. The ripple* are still 
widening 
And 
Russia, 
which 
watched like a tat fox, may have 
outfoxed itself. And maybe not. 


For a year the Korean War has 
been less than full-scale, although 
men have died daily. In this year 
of no grand ground offensives both 
sides have pecked away, holding 
position'', while their truce team s 
talked of an armistice. 
No armistice Is in sight. For the 
pa^t three months in this year of 
the epic talkathon, the 
conversa- 
lions have stalled on 
one 
issue: 
exchange of prisoners. Vet neither 
side seems anxious to stop talking. 


NEITHER 
wants 
responsibility 
for what follows the end of talk­ 
ing 
Resumption 
of 
large 
scale 
war. 
In this past year the American 
Air Force has worked steadily b e ­ 
hind the enemy lines to prevent 
a buildup. But the Chinese have 
managed to build. They are credit­ 
ed now with being stronger than 
before the talks began. 
This country and its allies talk 
confidently of being able to stop 
anything 
the 
Chinese 
throw 
at 
them. They have used the year to 
rebuild forces too 
They 
do 
not 
talk of crushing the Chinese. 


They might be able to do so if 
they were

price:

greater 
casualties; 
perhaps years of fighting in the 
heart of Asia, which would drain 
them: and perhaps war with Rus­ 
sia and start of World War III if 
Russia moved in to help the Chi­ 
nese openly.

The a rm s pro­ 
gram began in earnest. So did the 
Atlantic Pact.

Germany join the European army. 
Japan was 
allowed full 
sover­ 
eignty again, with freedom to r e ­ 
arm , while the U. S. was allowed to 
use Japan as a military base.

EJE C T IO N OF T H E Voice of America 
from the South Korean governm ent radio 
network cannot be viewed simply as a n ­ 
other exam ple of highhandedness on the 
part of President Syngm an Rhee. More im ­ 
portant, it looks like a direct result of the 
bungling which, with the recent f i a s c o 
over com m unist POWs, has m arked official 
A m erican policy behind the Korean battle 
line. 
R h ee’s a rb itra ry behavior should not sur­ 
prise the A rm y or the State D epartm ent. 
When the United States, as the dominant 
UN power in Korea, decided 
support and 
then to fight for Rhee and his government, 
official Washington knew that it had a dif­ 
ficult custom er in Rhee. But then, as now, 
he seemed to be the one native leader cap ­ 
able of preventing the complete collapse 
of organized governm ent in South Korea. 
In this setting the Voice directed some of 
its output against Rhee. What is the result?

The final step by Moscow, it is predicted, 
m a v be to recognize the puppet East G er­ 
m a n government us the governm ent of a 
“ united” G erm anv and m ake a peace con­ 
tract with it. East G erm an y would then be 
re a rm e d and brought into an E a s t Europe 
defense organization 
Then, presumably, the four-power rule of 
Berlin would be denounced and an effort 
m ade to oust the West from the capital of 
G erm any. 
The one way out of this predicam ent is 
for the West to grow stronger. Russia will 
retre at before manifest s t r e n g t h . The 
strength of the West is growing. Whether 
that of Russia is growing or stationary de­ 
pends on who does the analyzing. Predic­ 
tions that henceforth there will be growing 
dissatisfaction in the satellite countries 
are probably based on wishful thinking. 


George K Sofcotakv's 
These Days 


It is difficult to hold a decorous national 
convention, particularly when 1,200 or m ore 
delegates usually have little to do for long 
intervals while com m ittees meet. All the 
business of most Presidential conventions 
could be cleaned up efficiently in six ses­ 
sions covering two full days. 
That would, however, not be pleasing to 
the hotels and other businesses that have 
contributed heavily to the f u n d s that 
brought the convention to their particular 
city. They want at least five days. Usually, 
the conventions a re held in June, which is 
hot enough; this year they will run from 
July 7 to July 26, with a week intervening. 
In Chicago, that will be tough going. Yet, 
most delegates feel that a week is a holi­ 
day. They w ant to have fun. 
The convention is not a deliberative a s ­ 
sembly. Usually the balconies m ake 
too 
much noise for that. During the Willkie 
convention, the balconies dominated t h e 
scene. In years past, the various candi­ 
dates organized spectacles to prove their 
popularity, employing actors and extras to 
do their marching. This generates great 
excitem ent but there is no deliberation in 
it. I do not recall half or three-quarters 
naked models m a rching down the aisles at 
any of the conventions I have attended, but 
if we live long enough, we shall probably 
see that too or eve n a strip tease to prove 
that one candidate for the Presidency is 
more logical than another. 
It ought to be a rule that no one should 
be on the floor who is not a delegate or an 
attendant on the delegates. At one conven­ 
tion. some extra tickets w ere printed so 
that when the delegates cam e for t h e i r 
seats, m any were filled by youths who w ere 
not delegates at all. Sometimes the aisles 
are so crowded that the delegates cannot 
move. In spite of microphones, it is often 
difficult for a delegate to be heard. 
If the rule were adopted excluding ac­ 
tors, extras, balloons and similar a b o m in a ­ 
tions from the m ain floor, it would be help­ 
ful. 
Now that television has come to the con­ 
vention. it is likely that efforts will 
be 
m ade to turn it into a theatrical show. The 
television lights will add to the July heat, 
but the delegates will not mind that be­ 
cause the folks back home might pick them 
out in all their glory. 
There is a little ham in all of us, in some 
more than in others. We shall soon witness 
competition in histrionics a m o n g 
poli­ 
ticians who will hope that television will 
do for them w hat it did for Kefauver, 
In some conventions tricks have b e e n 
employed with great effectiveness. E very­ 
one re m e m b e rs the “ voice from the sew er” 
at a D em ocratic convention 
in Chicago. 
Also once, when H e r b e r t ,Hoover was de­ 
livering an address, the m i c r o p h o n e 
dropped dead. Mr. Hoover could be heard 
all over the United States but not in the 
convention hall. And the m iracle was that 
as soon as he stopped speaking, the micro­ 
phone c a m e to life again.
